The summer is upon us, 'And the desire 
of every one is to keep as cool as possible. 
Picnics and other excursions are the order 
of the day, and happy is the woman who 
is wise enough to prepare the necessary 
contents of the lunch basket without 
tiring herself entirely out in so doing, and 
lesing half the anticipated pleasures by 
the terrors of getting ready. Right here 
Jet me say, in behalf of the masculine 
member of the family, who is expected to 
carry that same basket, don’t fill it up 
with crockery. It is very inconvenient to 
pack, and so heavy. Put your sandwiches, 
cakes, etc., each by itself, between tvo 
pieces of pasteboard, wrap in a napkin, 
and it will be much nicer than if put on 
plates; and the pasteboard can be thrown 
away after lunch, leaving a clean, light 
basket, which may be utilized for ferns, 
shells, mineral specimens, or whatever 
m iv be wanted to take home as a reminder 
of the day. Do not fill the lunch basket 
with rich food, frosted cakes, jellies, etc., 
which only tend to irritate the tired, 
empty stomach, and cause a distressing 
headache. If ever people got real genu­ 
inely hungry, I think it is when they 
have gotten out of bed earlier than usual, 
eaten little or no breakfast, and ridden for 
two or three hours under excitement. 
Then they need something substantial, 
and can eat with a relish what they would 
refuse at onoe if they were at home and 
sitting at a well-filled table. Bread and 
butter, with oold meat, is indispensable, 
and cucumbers, sliced and sprinkled with 
salt, will taste better than they ever did 
before. Cookies and plain sponge-cake, 
with turnovers filled with berry jam, or 
tart crusts, the jelly to fill which may be 
carried in a small jelly tumbler, with fruit 
for dessert, will lie a much more accept­ 
able lunch to almost every one than richer 
food. 
FLAT-IRON WIELDING. 
If the housekeeper would be a success­ 
ful wielder of the flat-iron, she should 
first assure herself of the perfect smooth­ 
ness and cleanness of the iron. She will 
also see that they are kept clean and 
smooth by being heated over a clean stove 
and a clear tire. The ironer should, of 
course, try the irons immediately before 
using, and rub them carefully 'w ith a 
cloth provided and kept for that purpose, 
any suspicion of roughness being removed 
by a piece of sandpaper being rubbed over 
the surface of the iron, but this careful­ 
ness is not necessary when the stove top 
is kept clean and free from smoky marks. 
For the benefit of the ironer and the 
irons, a coal fire is preferable to one of 
wood, as the stove is more easily kept 
free from smoke. 
The irons, when not in use, must be 
kept where steam or frost will not reach 
them, for they rust so easily. If left un­ 
covered on the kitchen shelf they will 
very likely become rusty between two 
weekly ironing days. I rind the most con­ 
venient and safest place for keeping 
smoothing irons to be in the warming 
oven of the stove, for there they are 
always warm and dry. After starched 
clothes have been ironed, the irons must 
be thoroughly cleaned, if there is the 
least trace of burned starch on their 
surfaces ; indeed, the regular cleanings of 
the ifiat-ions should not be neglected, 
otherwise, even the best of ironers will 
occasionally find a “smirch” on some 
freshly laundried article. 
Pass the iron once or twice over some 
fine sund.paper, and then rub its hot sur­ 
face with a piece of white wax or sperma­ 
ceti. The ironing will be accomplished 
far more easily and successfully for this 
little fore-providence. The ironing sheet 
must be kept clean and not scorched and 
burned and discolored by many previous 
ironings. An ironing board or table, at 
which one can be seated if liked, well 
covered with flannel and a muslin cloth 
over that, and a board for shirts are essen­ 
tial. An ideal iron cloth is a colored 
blanket doubled smoothly over tiie iron­ 
ing table or board, with a folded sheet 
laid smoothly over it. 
A white, thick 
fiannel should lie provided, upon which to 
iron embroideries and Hamburg edges. 
The articles to be ironed should be 
dampened sufficiently to be smoothed; if 
too dry they cannot be freed easily from 
the wrinkles caused by the wringing from 
the water. If they are wet rather than 
damp it requires extra labor to bring 
them to a state of ironed perfection. They 
should also be smoothly folded before iron­ 
ing, as this helps to make the process less 
difficult. W ith collars, cufls and shirt- 
fronts which are to be made very stiflj 
the more satisfactory way is to starch 
them with boiled starch, dry, and then 
dip them in cold starch, rubbing it in, and 
lav them smoothly in a towel kept for 
that purpose, rolling it tightly and leaving 
it a short time before ironing. 
The iron-holders should also be clean. 
Those made of unbleached cotton are re­ 
commended as excellent, but of whatever 
material they may be made, they should 
lie thick enough to protect the hand from 
the heat and yet not thick enough to be 
“bungling.” Some use the patent handle 
■which requires no holder. It is wise to 
have a supply of these holders to change 
when the hand becomes too warm for com­ 
fort. 
There are as many methods of ironing 
and as many degrees of thoroughness in 
the work as there are ironers. £ome ease 
the labor by seating themselves while at 
the ironing-board, while others think this 
increases the arm-ache, and also makes it 
a “bother” to change the flat-iron. The in 
dividual knows liest which position is the 
easiest for her to assume, but the house­ 
keeper is foolishly wasteful of her ener­ 
gies who refuses the easier method simply 
because she thinks it “looks shiftless” to 
make tasks lessdifficulL Some ironers insist 
upon irouMig every thread which the iron 
can touch, while others, more mindful of 
strength and time, learn to leave unironed 
the articles which are equally usable and 
wearable when simply and smoothly folded 
and laid away for present or immediate 
use. 
It is well and wise for every young 
housekeeper to learn to iron perfectly, and 
then, if tlte occasion demands it, she may 
slight some of the articles; she must also 
learn not to make herself a slave to the 
flat-iron. 
-lMrtWD CHICHES. 
Singe a pair of large, full-grown chick­ 
ens; cut off the heads and feet. 
To bone, place the chickens on a beard 
with the heads down- take a small, sharp- 
pointed knife and split the skin from the 
neck to the rump. Then careful!* nw 
the knife between the bones and the' flesh 
towards the r ght wing. When the thin 
bone and ¿he joint nearest the body is 
reached, unjoi.it and separate from the 
body; then run the knife between the 
flesh sod the bone of the wing, and take 
out each bone as it comes; the bone in the 
fp of the wing cannot lie taken out, and 
may be either cut off or left in as desired. 
Then run the knife close to the bone until 
the third joint of the leg is reached; by 
cutting anil twisting this joint it will be 
easily opened,and can be readily separated 
from" the body; tbe bones can lie removed 
from the wing. The lower leg bone can 
be taken out by turning it wrong side ont 
and stripping the bone down. Then run 
tbe knife between the hone and the flesh 


on the same side until the breast bone is 
fouud; then turn the chicken and bone the 
other side, after which pull out the crop; 
take the neck in one hand and the flesh in 
the other; gently pull the flesh, aud the 
breast bone will be uncovered and can be 
removed; then lay tbe chicken on its 
back, hold the neck with one hand and 
and the flesh and skin with the other, 
pulling gently downward, and the carcass 
will come out whole. Now wipe the skin 
with a damp towel and spread the chicken 
out; dredge with salt and pepper. Cut up 
the other chicken, take the m t from the 
bones and chop fine. Mix it with half a 
pound of sausage meat, a teacup of stale 
bread crumbs, a teaspoonful of minced 
onion, a teaspoonful of chopped parsley, a 
teaspoonful of salt and v,»lf a teaspoonful 
of white pepper. Take > -r \11 portion of 
this mixture and press in the wings and 
legs where the bones have jeen taken out; 
form the remainder into a ball and fill the 
chicken; draw the skin together and sew 
up; turn it on its back, tuck the wings 
back, and draw the legs down to the sides 
of the body aud press it into shape; then 
wrap tightly in a thick cloth. 
Put the bones from both chickens into a 
kettle of cold water to cover, add a bunch 
of sweet herbs, a sprig of parsley, half a 
dozen cloves, a dozen allspice and pepper 
corns, a small-sized carrot and a head of 
celery. Boil and skim. Then lay the 
chicken in the kettle and boil for three 
hours. When done take up, remove the 
cloth and set aside to cool. Simmer the 
hones two hours longer, strain the liquor 
and let cool. Skioi off the fat. Cover 
one box of gelatine with enough water to 
dissolve, add to the chicken liquor, put in 
a saucepan and set over the fire ; season 
with salt and pepper. Pour a layer half 
an inch thick in a deep, oblong dish. 
When cold and firm lay the chicken on 
top and pour the remainder of the jelly 
over ; set in a very cold place over night. 
CHICKEN SALAD. 
Eight eggs, one pint of vinegar, one- 
liaif pound of butter, three tablespoonsful 
of olive oil. line teaspoonful each of 
black and red pepper, sixteen teaspoonfuls 
of prepared mustard ; beat the eggs very 
light; stir in teaspoonful of salt, the but­ 
ter and half the vinegar. Set the jar in a 
kettle of toiling water, stirring constantly 
until it thickens nicely; remove from fire 
and stir in the rest of the vinegar, pepper, 
mustard and oil. 
This quantity is sufficient for three 
chickens. Take equal parts of chicken 
and celery. Add cabbage if you like it. 
UNDRAWN POULTRY. 
The custom of selling undrawn poultry, 
which still generally prevails, should be 
abolished as pernicious and dangerous. 
In former days, when cold storage was not 
yet in vogue, there could not be much 
harm done; but now it has become a seri­ 
ous hygienic evil, and should be effectual­ 
ly stopped by legislation. Undrawn poul­ 
try cannot be kept even for a few hours 
without starting the processes of putre­ 
faction. This poison is absorbed by the 
llesh, and therefore makes such jwultry 
unfit for food. Keeping it in the atmos­ 
phere of cold storage warehouses, while it 
may arrest decomposition, will not undo 
the deterioration that lias already taken 
place, and the instant such poultry has 
been removed from the cold atmosphere 
putrefaction sets in again with greater 
forceAhan ever. 
In many instances such 
poultry has been kept for a year, and 
sometimes longer. 
W hat its condition 
must be I refrain from further discussion. 
A short time ago the New York Alder­ 
men tried to pass an ordinance to prevent 
the sale of undrawn poultry, but on a pub­ 
lic hearing the dealers made it appear that 
drawn poultry, on account of its having so 
much more surface exposed to germs, 
would decompose more rapidly. This, no 
doubt, was true in one sense, but it was 
readily answered by the fact that no flesh 
is fit for human food that has been long 
exposed to germs. It is a poor argument 
to say that inasmuch as we must in any 
event eat putrefying poultry, that which 
is undrawn is most likely to show its pu­ 
trefaction. It is not exactly an appetizing 
subject, yet it is a very important one, and 
deserves fiopular agitation, until by apply­ 
ing the projier remedy the public health 
is made more secure. Let us have a strict 
city ordinance against the sale of undrawn 
poultry, irrespective of the convenience 
and ]>rofit of the dealers.

G ive Water te Infants. 
_ A distinguished children’s doctor be­ 
lieves, tfaom his practice, that infants gen­ 
erally, whether brought up at the breast 
or artificially, are not supplied with suf­ 
ficient water, the fluid portiouof their food 
being quickly taken up, and leaving the 
solid too thick to to easily digested. In 
warm, dry weather, healthy babies wiil 
take water every hour with advantage, and 
their frequent fretfulness and rise of tern 
perature are often directly due to their 
not having it. A free supply of water, 
and restricting the frequency 'of nursing, 
have toen found at the nursery to to a 
most effectual check in cases of incipient 
fever, a diminished rate of mortality and 
marked reduction in the number of gastric 
and intestinal complaints being attributed 
to this cause. 
In teeth-cutting water 
«pothes the gums, and frequently stops the 
fretting and restlessness universal in chil­ 
dren at this period. 


FAULT-FINDING. 


IT IS ONLY A VICIOUS HABIT THAT 
MAY BE CUBED. 


W e Find W hat W e Look For — A H abl 
That Spoils M any H om es, Kuins 
B eauty and M akes Unhappiness. 


After all, does it pay to find fault ? It 
does not. Life is too short to be spent in 
eternal fault-finding; let us remember 
this. It is such an easy thing to do, this 
fault-finding, that many of us drift into 
the habit before we are aware of it, and a 
habit either makes or mars, not only one 
life, but many. There are many burdens 
to bear as we go through life, many things 
to be corrected, set right, or started over 
again, but let it all be done, if possible, 
without fault-finding.

They sink into the heart, but they do not 
bring forth the right kind of fruit. Do 
you think that a child or a servant goes 
cheerfully to work to do, undo, or rectify 
what you wish, if you order them in a 
fault-finding tone? By no means. They 
go sullenly away from you, and perform 
their work in a sullen and perfunctory 
way, thinking unkind thoughts of you and 
wishing unkind wishes for you. 
Faultfinding is a vicious habit, and its ef­ 
fect is a deadly blight. 
It contaminates 
every pet son within reach; it crushes out 
of the home cheerfulness and joy; it falls 
like lead upon the spirits of the young. It 
is like the cloud, no bigger than a man’s 
hand at first, but it increases in size until 
it envelops the whole household. 
Chil­ 
dren and servants succumb under its blight­ 
ing influence, until, finally, the faultfinder 
reigns supreme in the dreary kingdom of 
home over oppressed and weary subjects, 
who seek their pleasures beyond the walls 
where dwells their despotic sovereign. 
Is it worth while, for the pleasure of in­ 
dulging in a base habit, to make home un­ 
happy ? 
Is it worth while, for want of a 
little self-control, to make one’s self de­ 
tested ? 
No, indeed, it is not. Every woman 
should strive to be a “sunshine in a shady 
place,” a glory in a gloom, a bright ray 
among bright rays, instead of a shadow 
across the sunshine, a cloud in a bright 
sky, a drift of sable plumes before which 
energy, cheerfulness and lightsomeness of 
heart flee as before the comingofan inevit­ 
able and dreadful fate. Surely no woman who 
is worthy to be called a woman wishes to 
be looked upon as an orge, a tyrant, a thing 
to be avoided by all good, sensible aud 
agreeable people.

INTRODUCED SONGS. 


MISS EOSINA VOKES DEFINES THEIB 
VALUE TO A PLAY. 


M elody Sauce for M om us—The Custom 
is Not of M odern O rigia—A Song 
That Prevented a Fire Panic. 


And in spite i f every wish 
I had this wicked thought; 
I thought the “L&mson Carrier” 
Could put up rails, a lew, 
Aud have a small branch office 
Rigged up in every pew ; 
Seeing deacons pass the boxes 
Ana hearing pennies ring, 
1 thought that this invention 
Might to our churches bring, 
A saving in the service. 
In confusion, and in noise. 
And do away with deacons 
As they have done wiih cash boys. 
—Boston Transcript. 
Three miles east of Snohomish City 
stands what is said to to the largest tree in 
the State of Washington. It is a dead cedar, 
which has been hollowed ont by fire, the 
top being off, so that the tree is only about 
sixty feet high. A Seattle Press man, 
who stepped inside of the tree through the 
narrow opening left by the fire, “ made ten 
three-foot paces from side to side. Inside 
this larg;e trunk is a spacious room, in 
which fifty people could crowd. About 
the tree are traces of Indian encampments, 
and it surely proved a complete shelter 
from the storms for very large bands of 
warriors. The tree is perhaps over one I 
hundred years old.” 


I do not want you to imagine that this 
is to be a highly theoretical dissertation on 
songs. 
Oh, no! I leave the theory to more 
erudite beings. My interest is only with 
the practice. And it is a practice as gen­ 
eral as eating and sleeping and any other 
of the functions that are pleasurable neces­ 
sities of human existence. 
“Songs! All the popular songs! Two 
for a dim e!” I heard a man shouting the 
other day, and it immediately placed me 
in a philosophizing mood. 
Is there any limit to them ? Children 
of all ages veil them with fiendish glee, 
and though the noise may shock the nerves 
for the moment, we cannot help feeling a 
thrill of nature at the innocent outburst. 
Old women croon them at their daily 
toil; even roysterers pause in their rough 
mirth to chant the praises of “Annie 
Rooney,” or the woes of that now histori­ 
cal hero, “McGinty.” 
And, in the theater, nothing “fetches” 
the audience like a song, so why shouldn’t 
they be introduced ? _ 
The only question is, how and when to 
introduce them. 
The custom of introducing a song in a 
play is by no means of modern origin, for 
in every one of the very old plays the cast 
of characters shows some one part thus: 
“Timothy W ilkins (with song), M r. 
.” 
At times' there were members of the com­ 
pany distinctly engaged for such “lines of 
business” as “singing juveniles,” “singing 
chambermaids,-’ etc., etc. 
Where are the 
“lines of business” now? Alas! it would 
be hard to prove what an actor or actress 
is nowadays engaged for, unless it be for 
some special part. 
But in the days whereof I speak, the 
song was invariably part and parcel of 
the play, written bv the dramatist him­ 
self, and strengthening the dramatic situ­ 
ation. 
At present introduced songs more often 
destroy the dramatic situation, or, at any 
rate, materially retard the action. But I 
do not profess to have any very strong 
views as to whether the introduction of a 
song is beneficial or injurious to a play. 
That depends rather upon the play or the 
song itself. 
Lor instance, “After Dark” and pieces 
of that caliber, have a concert hall scene 
or something of that kind, wherein it is 
not only proper, but absolutely necessary, 
to introduce songs or specialties of all 
kinds. In fact, I should hardly call these 
“introductions,” because, being demanded 
by the situation, they become actual com­ 
ponents of the play, and the comedian’s 
warbling is as necessary as the lover’s 
frenzy or the knavery of the villain. 
But where the interpolated song be­ 
comes an ill-advised vehicle is where it is 
introduced simply because tbe actress is 
also a good singer or that the singer is 
only a mediocre actress, yet of sufficient 
drawing power to compel the manager to 
“fatten” her part with a song. 
Oh ! those mournful ballads that the 
heroine sometimes indulges in, when the 
orchestra interrupts the sentiment and the 
actress steps out of the frame and spoils 
the picture. Strange to say, this song is 
generally thrown in when the audience is 
most interested in the dialogue. The 
auditors are settled down to the conviction 
that “the play’s the thing,” when the ac­ 
tress suddenly insists that “the song must 
go.” It becomes a pitched battle between 
the two, and of course the audience get 
the liest of it. If they don’t shuffle, they 
sit perfectly silent. At any rate, they 
show that the song may to very pretty, 
but it’s out of place, and they didn’t come 
to hear it; and it’s harder to force any­ 
thing upon the ears of an audience than 
to force food into the mouth of a baby. 
Then the actress wonders why a good 
song, well sung, never gets an encore. 
In an ojiera, an introduced song quite 
foreign to the composer’s score is perfectly 
admissible, because the reigning deity is 
vocal and not dramatic; but in a play, if 
the song is not brought in with some show 
of reason or appropriateness, I have an idea 
that it had totter not be introduced at all. 
Introduced songs may be happy thoughts 
to the artist, and they may liecome un­ 
happy afflictions to the audience; in fact, 
these happv-thought selections may be­ 
come numerous to a monotony, until every 
character in the piece has celebrated the 
most thrilling deed of valor or the most 
ludicrous display of humor with a song. 
And the trouble is that very few dra­ 
matic artists really sing well. The voice 
may be powerful, may be sweet, may be 
fine, but it becomes “set” with continuous 
talking, and has not the peculiar flexibil­ 
ity that good singing requires. 
That • is why the introduced “comic” 
song is most available, and I must say that 
it is taken full advantage of. anil fre­ 
quently dragged in at the most inoppor­ 
tune moments. A whole dramatic house­ 
hold may to surcharged with grief over 
the sudden death of the master or the 
cruel murder of the son, and not a particle 
of sorrow infects the soubrette slavey. She 
tells the audience all the household woes, 
and then does a morgue-like song and 
dance to cap the horrible climax. 
Or, an actor returns (in character, of 
course) to tbe home that he has wandered 
away from many years ago, and is met 
with a relation of misfortunes that would 
stun any ordinary man out of all sensibil­ 
ity. But no, as his friends leave him— 
friends (stage friends) always leave you 
directly after tnev have told bad news— 
he places his hand to his head and deliv­ 
ers himself something after this wise: 
“Gone! gone! all gone ! The old folks 
who tended m e; the little children that 
helped me while away the happy hours; 
the friends who shook me by the hand 
and praised my budding manhood; the 
money that should have been mine, but 
now is his—his, the hatefnl villain who has 
$40,000 while I have not a penny. Well, 
it’s no use crying over spilt milk. There’s 
no one about, so I’ll relieve my feelings 
with a little song and dance.” 
Upon which he proceeds to sing of some 
girl that’s “all the world to me,” adding 
emphasis to his delight by a few acrobatic 
steps at intervals, and giving a “wing 
dance” as an encore to his misery. 
Merry Momus is merrier still with a 
musical sauce to season his dramatic dish ; 
but Merry Momus is very hard to manacle. 
He takes liberties that would to tolerated 
from no one else. Suffice it he is funny ; 
how he becomes so is a matter apparently 
of no consequence. 
’ 
I must say that I hardly grasp the in­ 
sinuated depth of the much-quoted phrase, 
“legitimate comedy.” Comedy is humor, 
humor is fun, fun is anything that creates 
a smile; but it is a perversity of human 
nature that people smile at others’ misfor­ 
tunes. 
Troubles take on a ludicrous 
light, and woe often provokes laughter. 
Perhaps that is why a most uncomic song 
is accepted as funny. 
. The true secret of introduced songs, it 
appears to me, lies in the fact that the 
song depends upon the singer. Some 
comedians could sing “ The Heart Bowed 
Down” and keep the audience in boister- 
out mirth. Others will sing an acknowl­ 
edged side-splitting song in a manner that 
would place the Weather Bureau in the 
atmosphere of a funeral. 
I make these 
remarks in order to give weight to my 
assertion that introduced songs are pecu­ 
liarly the property of dramatic artists, 
because they depend almost entirely upon 


byplay, and, if the byplav be consonant 
with the previous actions of the artist, the 
introduced song may to an actual re­ 
fresher, welcome as sunshine after a chill­ 
ing shower. 
The evolution of the introduced song 
from quality to quantity has resulted in 
what are known as musical faree-vomedies. 
More song than comedv, like toads on a 
string the songs predominate, aud are held 
together by a slender dialogue. 
I am not going to disparage these faree- 
comedies. I have seen some that I thor­ 
oughly enjoyed, the songs were so deli­ 
cious and bright; but alas! I have seen 
others wherein the poor, unfortunate songs 
seemed like birds put forth to be shot at, 
and really not worth shooting after all. 
For myself, I am a great culprit, for 1 
have been introducing songs all my life. 
I must sav I have found them verv ad­ 
vantageous, and I shall continue to per­ 
sonally encourage them until the end of 
the chapter. 
But 1 never select songs haphazard. I 
am very, very particular in my choice; 
very hard to please, and very thoughtful 
over the song when I feel suited. 1 studv 
a song as carefully and completely as I 
study a part. Reaching for its reasons, 
pondering over its possibilities, trying it 
this way and that way, 1 am convinced 
that I have discovered every drop of 
juice possible to squeeze froui the pulp. 
There is as much method in my madness 
over an introduced song as the stage man­ 
ager would employ over a powerful produc­ 
tion. He prepares it for a long run ; so 1 
with my song. 
One good song made 
thoroughly fiopular is totter than a hun­ 
dred dashed off at random—pleasing that 
night, but entirely forgotten next day. 
I point with pardonable pride to" “His 
’art was true to Poll.” 
I have sung that 
song until it has grown to to part of my 
system, and the story it tells is imprinted 
on my mind almost as an historical fact 
which nobody can deny. Oh! yes; I 
have often introduced this song in' an in­ 
appropriate situation, but it has been 
when the audience has suddenly demanded 
it, and my joyous impulse could not resist 
the temptation. 
But, on ! what torments my introduced 
songs have had to suffer. How often at 
the mercy of an orchestra that had niither 
pity nor precision, and made me envy the 
artist who accompanies her own song 
upon a piano that is part of the stage fur­ 
niture. 
The most thrilling experience I ever had 
showed up an introduced song as a savior. 
Part of the scenery caught fire; the audi­ 
ence was too excited for words to control; 
and, with my heart beating wildly, and a 
lump in my throat that almost choked mv 
voice, I jumped to the footlights and 
started a comic song. 
It was one that I 
had never sung in public, but one that 
was popular on street organs and every­ 
where. I did not actually know the right 
words, but I kept on and at it until, from 
attracting attention, I commanded inter­ 
est. The fire was forgotten; the situation 
was turned from terror into utter ludi­ 
crousness ; the audience returned to their 
seats and cheered, and as they sat down 
the fire was out. 
And so was I—out of breath; out of 
strength; out of the nerve aud inspiration 
that had forced the melody to my lips and 
prompted me to quell a panic with an in­ 
troduced song. 
Shakespeare condescended to introduce 
songs in his plays. 
The forest of Amiens 
seemed nnlike captivity as the courtiers 
sat around And listened to their comrades’ 
glees. 
And, on the whole, although the intro­ 
duction may stop the action of the piece a 
little, we may as well cease to be critical 
and allow that there is some compensation 
in the brightening effect that it has, or 
ought to have. 
It is a pleasure to sing an introduced 
song. May is always be a pleasure to 
listen to it.

A bronze statue of John P. Hale has 
been presented to the State of New Hamp­ 
shire by Senator Chandler. 
A portrait of ex-Secretary Endicott’s 
daughter, Mrs. Joseph Chamberlain, is 
being painted by Sir John Millais. 
The landscape classes of the Sacramento 
School of Design are to spend two weeks 
at Summit station, in the Sierras, in July. 
At 1\ orcester, Mass., a reproduction of 
the “Christ Before Pilate’,’ by Munkaesv, 
is on exhibition. It is by an artist named 
Prinnes. 
At Providence, R. I., the paintings of 
John Leonhard made in Europe and the 
East are shown at the galleries of one of 
the dealers in art works. 
The inventor of lithographing by sand 
blast has recently died in London! His 
name was J. L. Mills, and the firm of 
which he was a member is Keep A Co. 
The big painting of the Parnell Com­ 
mission, by Sir A. B. Clay, has been de­ 
clined by the Royal Academy on the plea 
of want of space. A portrait of Sir J ames 
Hannon, one of the J udges, lias been ac­ 
cepted. 
Alexander Pope, of Boston, has painted 
a scene from “The Last Days of Pompeii.” 
It contains a life-sized lion, painted from a 
lion at Philadelphia. It has leaped from 
its cage and Glaucus is awaiting it in the 
background. 
An engineer in Melbourne who saw a 
photogravure of Herbert Herkomer’s “Last 
Muster” writes to the paper complaining of 
a “very serious omission-’ from the picture 
of Chelsea Hospital. The artist omitted 
the spittoons. 
W. M. Flinders Petrie will begin exca­ 
vations for the Palestine exploration fund 
at Eglon, mentioned in the Book of 
Joshua. 
All finds, except duplicates, 
must be sent to the museum at Constanti­ 
nople, but the excavator can take casts of 
inscriptions, copies and photographs. 
The A rt Association of Milwaukee 
opened an exhibition on the 19th of May. 
Local artists are represented, but there is 
a large contingent of work by Eastern 
painters, obtained through the New York 
Art Guild, the organization which protects 
the rights of artists in this part of the 
world. 
‘ 
A French painter named Bloch shows 
this year an incident of the Franco-Aus­ 
trian war, which will amuse those who are 
fond of dogs. The regiment’s dog, named 
Mustache, is dragging from the hands of 
an Austrian officer the colors of the regi­ 
ment. It is an incident from the battle of 
Solferino. 
Andrew Carnegie of Pittsburg and New 
York has expressed himself in favor of an 
art museum for the city of Alleghany. It 
is supposed that in case the town authori­ 
ties give a piece of ground in a suitable 
place he will furnish the money to erect a 
building. Mr. Carnegie is one of the wise 
men who believe iu seeing the results of 
their own benefactions, instead of leaving 
by will large sums oi money which Trus­ 
tees and heirs will render useless to the 
public. 
Rev. George 'Williamson and wife live 
in Abbeville, Ga. Th;y have nine chil­ 
dren, all about grown, and several of them 
married, and all living within a mile of 
the home of their childhood, making a 
community of families that are closely re­ 
lated to each other. During a part of the 
year there is a school in this communitv, 
made up mostly of the children and grand­ 
children of this family. The grandchil­ 
dren number, in all, twenty, of which about 
one dozen attend school. The father and 
grand grandfather is the instructor in this 
school. A flourishing Baptist church, of 
which Mr. Williamson is pastor, is near 
by. All of the children, except three and 
one grandchild, are members of this church. 
Tbe sobriquet of “the living micro­ 
scope-’ lias been given to John Thomas 
Helsop, of Birmingham, England. He has 
such remarkable powers of vision that he 
can distinguish the animal life in water. 


IN RELIGION’S REALM. 


MATTES S OF INTEREST TO MINIS­ 
TERS AND LAYMEN. 


E xpressions of O pinion by N ew spapers 
R epresenting the V arious D enom ­ 
inations, on M any Subjects. 


The Arkansas Churchman publishes a let­ 
ter from the Parish of Christ Church, Lit­ 
tle Rock, to the Eighteenth Annual Coun­ 
cil of the Diocese of Arkansas, explaining 
the absence from the Council of delegates 
from that parish, a summary ot which is 
contained in its last paragraph, in these 
words: "We feel it would to useless and 
degrading for us to enter the Council until 
a constitutional amendment is enacted 
that shall confine representation in Coun­ 
cil to the white race.” 
The Living Church (P. E.) savs: “We 
hear a good deal about the lack of reli­ 
gious teaching in the schools, llow about 
the lack of it in the homes of professing 
Christians? The parents who complain 
most loudly that the Bible is not read in 
school, do they read it at- home? Is the 
household gathered, morning and evening, 
at the family altar, to bear the words of 
Holy Scripture, and to join in prayer aud 
praise? In how many cases is tbe entire 
religious training of the child turned over 
to the Sunday-school, with its one hour a 
week, in which a variety of interest' and 
exercises claim attention? In how few 
instances do parents and godparents neg­ 
lect their bounden duty and privilege, 
while they complain that the State does 
not attend to it? By all means let us have 
the Bible in the school, but whether it is 
found there or not, let us have it in our 
homes, not closed upon the shelf, but open 
aud read daily bv the assembled house­ 
hold.” 
The Rev. Charles Caverno, writing in 
the Anrforer Review on “Theistic Agnosti­ 
cism Irrational,” says: “To take tbe low­ 
est ground with an agnostic, supjwse re­ 
ligion to subsist in belief and ho|>e alone. 
That would not warrant an agnostic in ig­ 
noring religion. Not all beliefs are in­ 
valid, and not all hopes are vain. If man 
denuded himself of all the spurs to action 
which come from beliefs and hopes, his 
would to a sapless being. Nine-tenths, if 
not nine hundred aud ninetv-uine thou­ 
sandths, of our activity springs from belief 
and bojie. There is a retollion, partly 
justifiable, against making belief the foun­ 
dation of the distribution of awards in re­ 
ligion. But there is one thing certain, the 
prizes in practical life are drawn from it, 
and if we are not saved in religion by 
hope, as Paul declares we are, we are so 
saved in the struggle for existence, and 
even in the conquest of the certainties of 
science. Principles so fruitful elsewhere 
might not possibly to worthy of contempt 
in religion.” 
The Rev. Edward \V. Gilman, D.D., 
Secretary of the American Bible Society, 
says in the Independent: “The traditional 
reluctance of many churches to observe the 
festivals and fasts of the Christian year 
has so far yielded to the influences of the 
present day that Christmas and Easter are 
sure of well-nigh universal recognition. 
The event of our Lord’s death on the cross 
is no less worthy of commemoration; but, 
partly because it is not festive and partly 
because it falls upon a week day, it occu­ 
pies far less of Christian thought, although 
a Good Friday observance is growing in 
favor, and may easily to turned to edifica­ 
tion by the devout. But there are two 
other days which are entitled to to re­ 
garded as cardinal points in the Christian 
year, against the observance of which no 
good argument can be urged. These are 
Ascension Day and Whitsunday, the one 
recalling to mind our Lord’s departure 
from his disciples, and the other the ful­ 
filment of his promise in the advent of the 
Comforter.” 
The Christian Adtveate says : “Theolog­ 
ical schools áre of comparatively recent 
origin in our denomination, anil only a 
small proportion of our ministers are grad­ 
uates either from these institutions or 
classical colleges: but the proportion in­ 
creases every year, and great care must be 
exercised by the young men who have en­ 
joyed the advantages of higher education 
lest they drift away from the poor. If our 
ministers lose sympathy with the unedu­ 
cated, tbe laborers and the so-called lower 
classes, they will lose influence over them, 
and infidels, seeing their opportunity, will 
rush in and become leaders of the people. 
Tbe shepherdless flock will find pretenders 
to follow. Ministers ought to be leaders 
of the people. They should control and 
guide in all great moral and religious 
movements whereby the world is made 
better. They cannot do this by climbing 
to the top of society and spending their 
strength among the rich and refined 
classes. History bears witness to tbe fact 
that great leaders of reformations have 
achieved their noble purpose by working 
among the masses.-’ 
On the constitution of religious orders in 
tbe Church of England, the London Church 
Times says: “It remains to beseen whether 
the upper bouse will water down the reso­ 
lutions by altering the disputed phrase as 
to ‘dispensable vows’ or in any other way. 
In any case, the principal of community 
life, and community life under strict rule 
according to Catholic precedent, has now 
received the formal sanction of the repre­ 
sentative house of Canterbury, with the 
approval and support of men of all schools. 
Like choral services, like missions, like 
many another of the ‘points’ once de­ 
nounced as Popish, this innovation is now 
quietly accepted. There are, it is said, 
three stages through which every new 
idea, or unfamiliar method, must pass in 
England: 
the first, when everybody 
laughs at it and says : 
‘It is impossible ;’ 
the second when everybody frowns and 
says: ‘It is against the B i b l e t h e third, 
when everboidy smiles and says: 
‘We 
knew that long ago.’ ()ne after another 
the reforms of the Catholic revival reach 
the third stage and become the common­ 
places of church life and thought.” 
The Churchman publishes a letter from 
Father Van Santen, the Old Catholic 
priest of Dordrecht, Holland, to the Bishop 
of Western New Y'ork (Dr. Coxe), in 
review of the Bishop’s letter “To a Divine 
of Utrecht.” On the point of the Articles 
Father Van Santen says: “Y’ou write: 
‘The Thirtv-nine Articles are a mere 
catechism pro clero, and are not terms of 
communion of any Christian soul.’ But I 
think that if they are a catechism pro 
clero, they are.just'on that account, the 
obstacle lor reunion. For if they can be 
interpreted in a Catholic sense, some of 
them have yet a Calvinistic sense. More­ 
over, the Lord Bishop of Winchester has 
stamped the Calvinistic interpretation as 
an official one. And by the case against 
the Lord Bishop of Lincoln, Dr. King, it 
appears that in the Anglican Church the 
Calvinistic element has no little force. It 
is known also that the Catholic tendency 
in the Anglican Church is not yet much 
older than forty or fifty years; all of which 
makes us fear that, in the first place, we 
cannot yet think of unity with the Angli­ 
can Church. Certainly we live in trust 
that in the Anglican Church the true 
Catholicity will surmount the un-Catholic 
tendency which is yet found there. Toler­ 
ation and love are a duty towards every 
one, but we cannot speak of any unity 
where there exists not the unitas necex- 
sari is.” 
The Independent actually revives the old 
question, “Do you want your daughter to 
marry a nigger?” which once was thought 
by some to to sufficient answer to any ob­ 
jection urged against human slavery. It 
quotes the subjoined extract 4rom the New 
Orleans Timcs-Democrct: “Together with 
a large nnmtor of others I have read with 
great interest the daily reports of the pro­ 
ceedings of the Episcopal Council pub­ 


lished in the Times-Democrat, and I must 
express my gratification at an incident 
mentioned in such a matter-of-fact wav in 
to-dav s proceedings that it possibly es­ 
caped the attention of the average nows- 
pai-er reader.

If liberty is allowed 
to say that the Bible prescribes no dogma 
on the subject, what is it but usurpation, 
at a point where usurpation is an affront 
to reason and religion, to add, ‘but you are 
not at liberty to find in the Scriptures any 
dogma but the one which is no longer re­ 
quired. Y’ou may to an agnostic, and you 
may even entertain a hope, provided it is 
sufficiently vague and you cannot give a 
reason for it, and this because, having 
abandoned the line of Biblical authority, 
we propose to set up one, on our own ac­ 
count, as a safeguard to Christian mis-

THE ARHOLD CASE AGAIN. 


The San Francisco C all says th at the 
moral effect of the verdict in the Arnold 
m urder case is this, th at “he who under­ 
takes to libel his neighbor takes his life in 
his hand.” 
This is not true, because it is 
too broad a statem ent. 
So far as the ver­ 
dict goes in the direction of establishing a 
code, it does unquestionably tend to fortify 
the doctrine th a t whoever kills another 
who has purposely vilely slandered his 
family and endeavored basely to wreck the 
reputation of one’s wife and children, deals 
with an assassin, and lias rightly treated 
him 
as 
such. 
But to say th at 
the 
verdict tends to establish the doctrine th at 
any one may try, convict and slay his 
libeler is incorrect. 
There are libels and libels, and only 
rarely is one so m alignant as to bring on 
or justify a bloody encounter. 
But such 
an offense as th at of Garness is of a class 
of libels th at really demands a new classi­ 
fication and a far more expressive title than 
“libel.” 
T he rugged sentim ent th at ju sti­ 
fies Arnold, even if he did not fire in self­ 
defense, it can be frankly adm itted is, how­ 
ever, inharmonious w ith the law, and 
though manifest in this case at the sacri­ 
fice of life, typical of the m anly sentim ent 
of the age, of the degree of the chivalric re­ 
m aining in the civilization of the era. 
But th at sentim ent has never gone to the 
extent of justifying life-taking in retalia­ 
tion for ordinary libel—th at would be 
savagery. 


Y\ ere the laws as stringent concerning 
libel and the punishm ent of character 
wreckers as they are in condemning m ur­ 
der and theft we would have less abuse of 
types and the columns of the newspapers, 
fewer libels uttered, fewer lives wrecked, 
and fewer tragedies as the outcome of the 
wagging of foul tongues. 
The sensational 
press, the liberty with which the scurril­ 
ous newspaper deals w ith private m atters, 
the prying and nosing of conscienceless 
reporters, hired to do the dirty work of 
heartless publishers, have done more than 
all else to break down the barriers of 
privacy and to make the domestic life of 
anyone notew orthy enough to attract the 
commendatory attention or the criticism 
of the community a free field for explora­ 
tion by Paul Prys and blackmailers. I t is the 
simple and undeniable tru th th a t because 
of the infamous practices of some of its 
memliers, the press of the day owes it to 
society to inaugurate a reform in this m at­ 
ter of dealing with the private concerns of 
the citizen. 
If there had been Spartan 
resolution to refuse scandals, on the part of 
all the newspapers of California, such as in­ 
volved th e < larness circulars,there would, in 
all probability, have been no homicidal 
outcome to th at infamy. 
It was because 
of the deplorable readiness for coin, or for 
mere sensation, of some of the press to 
give the wings of news to the infamous 
anonymous circulars, th at to-day the peo­ 
ple are apologizing for the taking of 
human life and excusing a jury for ju sti­ 
fying a homicide. 
This is the simple truth, and the law­ 
makers and journalists of the day may as 
well face it. 
It is not at all surprising 
th at the world is holding newspaper men 
in less and less regard, and considering 
them as either venal or heartless. 
It is 
deplorable that it is so, but not the less is 
it true. 
For our own part, w ithout ju sti­ 
fying Arnold for slaying Garness for his 
infamous offense, we believe th at the cow­ 
ardly heart th at prom pted the scheme of 
the circulars and of the use of the press 
columns, also prompted an act of physical 
assault when Arnold taxed the blackm ail­ 
ing Judas with his crime, and th at Arnold, 
in reasonable belief th at his life was in 
danger from one who could assassinate 
character, killed his assailant in self-de 
fense.

The Headquarters will Not be Removed 
—The Kxhibitioa Train. 
The regular weekly report of the m ana­ 
ger of “California on W heels” was received 
on Friday by the State Board of Trade. 
T he report covers tbe movements of the 
exhibition daring tbe week ending Satur­ 
day, the 17th inst., and gives a flattering 
account of its reception in tbe Northwest. 
T he train arrived in St. Paul, M inn., on the 
17th, and rem aioed in th at city six days. 
The train has thos tar traveled 7,281 miles, 
and its contents have been viewed by 634,- 
•450 spectators. 
Such an interest has been created in the 
exhibition that tbe services of an advance 
agent have become alm ost needless, and 
the cars are crowded alm ost to suffocation 
at every town and city visited daring the 
>ast m onth. A nother consignm ent of ex- 
libits to be placed in the cara was for­ 
warded on Friday by the Board of Trade. 
President W. H . Mills, of the Board of 
Trade, denies the report th at the Board 
contem plated tbe removal of its headquar­ 
ters to Platt's H all, and placing its exnibit 
with tb st of tbe V iticultoral Commission.

After a num ber of years, wishing to have 
them all buried together, she returned to 
her former place of residence for the pur­ 
pose of removing her husband’s bones. 
AArhen disinterred it was found that the 
coffin had rotted and portions crumbled 
away, and nothing blit tbe skeleton was 
left of the deceased. H e had been shaved 
and his hair cut only the day before his 
death, yet it had grown so long that it 
hung down upon his shoulders like a 
woman’s. 
The same thing occurred in the case of 
one of the sons whom the mother had dis­ 
interred five years after his decease. 
His 
body, which, as seen through the glass, 
appeared to be in perfect preservation, 
when it was removed and the air came in 
contaot with it, fell im mediately into dust, 
but the hair had grown long, thick and 
luxuriant, proving conclusively that it 
feeds upon the scalp just as long as there 
is the smallest portion of it left, and the 
scalp doubiless draws its 
nourishm ent 
from the body, as it is the last portion of 
the body to give way to decomposition.

There reaided in Sacram ento in 1860 
three m en—A. D. Kightmire, Fred. D. 
Cham berlain, G. J. Cross, (the latter being 
still here.!—who were with Colonel George 
W . Morgan, of the Second Ohio Regiment, 
on his famous march from Monterey to 
Marin, during the war in Mexico, in 1847, 
including the desperate running battle with 
General Urea’s colum n. There are m any 
other Mexican W ar veterans in the State 
■who will doubtless read with interest the 
following account, published in 1860, from 
the pen of one who participated in the ex­ 
citing events of that m arch. M organ—who 
afterward became a General in the U nion 
arm y—distinguished him self by his brav­ 
ery and abilities as a com m ander. 
Morgan and his m en were stationed at 
Ceralvo, on the road between Camargo and 
Monterey, with 300 m en, when, on the 23d 
of February, 1847, inform ation reached 
him that Santa A na was m arching on 
General 
Taylor with an overwhelm ing 
force and had sent General Urea around 
w ith 4.000 cavalry to cut oñ his supplies 
and prevent his retreat. It was sixty miles 
to Monterey, and he decided to m arch his 
men there at once. All his stores were 
burned on the plaza, and on the 24th, at 
daybreak, he resolved to move. T hus is 
the story told by the narrator: 
“Suddenly, as day was breaking, we were 
startled by a deep roll, w hich appeared to 
come from the m ountain tops. Louder 
and nearer it came, reverberating from 
peak to peak—now strong and now weak, 
until it was lost in the distance. Again 
and again it was heard. There was no 
m istaking it—it was the roar of artillery. 
All eyes were turned to our Colonel. ‘Col­ 
um n form hollow square—quick march.” 
was his answer to our looks. H e had 
sn’ffed danger in the m orning air. The 
Mexicans were around us. But a m om ent’s 
consultation was held. Onward, though 
Santa Ana and his whole arm y were in 
front. And then commenced that famous 
march, unparalleled, I believe, in history. 
For sixty miles that little band marched in 
square—day and night harrassed in front, 
dank and rear, by Urea and his host of 
Mexicans. Every town, rancho and house 
deserted, and no news from the front— 
yet onward pressed Morgan. 'Boys, we 
m ust make Marin this evening,’ said he, 
at mid-day on the 25tli, where we expected 
to rind Colonel Irw in. H e was not there, 
but the plaza gave abundant evidence of a 
hard tight. 
Here we stopped, and for the 
first tim e in two days we were to have a 
hot meal. 
But no good luck was in store 
for us. 
A few barrels of pork and bread 
were found in a house on the plaza. Or­ 
ders were given to roll it out and burn it. 
It was misunderstood, and it was fired in 
the building. 
The wind was blowing a 
gale, and in a few m inutes the town was in 
a blaze. At 11 o’clock the troops, sleepy 
and tired, filed out of the burning town, 
and again were on the road for Monterey, 
twenty five miles distant. But slow prog­ 
ress was made, as we were constantly har­ 
rassed by Urea's Lancers. At daylight we 
drove a strong picket guard from our front, 
and succeeded in capturing a prisoner. 
"From him we learned that Colonel Ir­ 
win had been relieved by a detachm ent 
from Monterey the m orning before, and 
had left Marin but a few hours before we 
arrived. 
Instantly a volunteer was called 
for, to ride through, if possible, and bring 
Irw in to our relief. 
“ Lieutenant Stewart responded, Captain 
Boxer, a Texan Ranger, giving him his 
splendid horse. 
W ith cheers from the 
com m and, he started, but had hardly left 
us when he received the fire of alm ost the 
entire command of Urea on both sides of 
the road. 
We gave him up for lost, as it 
was not thought possible for a hum an 
being to run the fire of so terrible a gant­ 
let. 
‘ Again the colum n moved, Morgan as 
quiet and calm as man could be—his 
actions encouraging the men more than 
his words—now the Lancers threaten us 
on front and rear, but they will not come 
up to the bright bayonets—now a volley 
from the flanks, then from the tront— 
always coming from where yon least ex­ 
pect it—and so for six miles did the com­ 
m and fight its way, m arching in squares 
(that square marching makes m y feet 
ache vet). The road now led us into a 
deep ravine, where the bills almost kissed 
each other overhead. 
W e had hardly 
reached the bottom when Urea compressed 
his lines, and there we were, surrounded by 
2,200 picked Lancers of the Mexican army. 
The woods were alive with them, and 
they howled worse than savages—the bu­ 
gles sounded, and under cover of a fire 
from a thousand carbines from a fence 
alm ost over our heads, down charged 500 
lances upon us. They never reached our 
lines: broke by the terrible fire poured at 
them , they took to the chaparral. 
Again 
and again did they try to pierce our square, 
but each tim e they were repulsed. 
"For six long hours did the fight con­ 
tinue, when the roar of artillery is heard 
over the hill in our front. Thinking it 
was a Mexican gun, Morgan instantly 
called for volunteers to storm it, but on 
the instant we discovered the Stars and 
Stripes on the brow of the hill, and the 
whistling of grape and canister fired over 
our heads at the Mexicans in our rear told 
the story in a m inute. 
Lieutenant Stew­ 
art had made the trip and brought to onr 
relief twenty-four 
men and two four- 
pounders. 
Urea beat a hasty retreat, with 
the rem ark that ‘all h —1 could not take the 
Corporal's guard now.’ The Mexican loss 
was about sixty 
killed and w ounded; 
ours, two killed and two wounded. We 
again took up our line of march, and w ith­ 
out any further trouble reached the Black 
Fort, near Monterey, about 10 o’clock the 
same evening.” 
On tue 24th of May, 1860, Colonel 
Lander's expedition broke camp near this 
city and started for the H um boldt country, 
Nevada, to construct wagon roads. The 
train consisted of nine covered wagons, 
each draw n by six mules. 
A guide rode 
ahead in a sufky, followed by twenty horse­ 
men driving loose stock. The train passed 
up I street to Tenth, to K, down K to Sec­ 
ond. to J, and thence through the Plaza to 
the Marysville road, and camped for the 
night twelve miles out. The train was un­ 
der the command of C. C. W renshall and 
W . 
H. West. 
As the caravan 
passed 
through the street it attracted a great deal 
of attention. The men num bered thirty- 
five. all young, athletic fellows, m any of 
whom had been on sim ilar expeditions. 
Am ong the contents of the wagon were 
portable forges and tools of all descriptions 
w ith which to repair the wagons on the 
route o rto work roads over which to pass. 
The expedition was headed for the Sink of 
the H um boldt, w here it was engaged to 
build wagon roads in various directions. 
The men were well arm ed and prepared to 
defend themselves from attack by Indians 
or other banditti, and Colonel Lander 
was known to be a brave and competent 
leader. 
. 
. 
Colonel Jam es, the noted crim inal 
lawyer of San Francisco in those days, felt 
aggrieved at some allusions made to him in 
the Bulletin, and sent the editor a note 
stating that if a retraction did not appear 
be wouid dem and “ the satisfaction due a 
gentlem an,” and that bis friend. Dr. Adel- 
berg, would “ wait on” the editor. The 
latter stated in the Bulletin that he did not 
know Adel berg, but that if he “ waited on” 
him until be retracted w hat had been writ­ 
ten, he would have a long wait.

Young Joe Baldwin, who had been 
through the bloody battle with the Indians 
on Carson river, returned a tew days after 
ward to his home in this city, where he 
was lionized by all his young associates­ 
On the 11th of May, 1860, ice was 
formed and a severe frost appeared at Ne­ 
vada City, and a light shower of snow fell 
in Sacramento on the 22d. W ho says our 
climate is becoming more w intry as the 
years roll on ? 
Rev. T. Starr King, who had just 
arrived on the coast, visited the Alabaster 
Cave, near A uburn, w ith a party of friends. 
They regarded it as one of the finest natural 
wonders on the continent. 
The Union Convention at Balti­ 
more had just nom inated Bell and Everett 
for President and Vice-President. A t A u­ 
burn, Placer county, a hundred guns were 
fired in honor of the event. 
There resided in Santa Barbara a 
white m an, a native of Boston, named 
Daniel H ill, who was said to have settled 
there in 1820. H e was about to leave for 
Boston, there to rem ain.

THE CENSUS. 


S om e 
H a tte r s 
C on cern in g 
th e W ork 
Soon to b e C om m en ced. 
W. A. Anderson, Supervisor of Census in 
this district, has'm ade public the following 
facts for the inform ation and guidance of 
the public: 
Enum erators are forbidden to give any 
information of their work, under penalty 
of a crim inal prosecution. 
An effort will be made to have a per 
diem fixed for enumerators in all the diffi­ 
cult and thinly settled districts of tbe 
Second Supervisor District. 
Our Pacific 
Coast people do not relish the idea of work­ 
ing for the rates which m ight be acceptable 
to those on the A tlantic side. 
Any one refusing to answer the schedule 
questions in the m atter of taking tbe census 
is liable to prosecution for misdemeanor, it 
being such to refuse to give the required 
information. 
All 
citizens 
should 
be 
prompt, as well as ready, in giving the 
enum erators the necessary inform ation. 
On the 22d day of June the work of col­ 
lecting statistics of manufactures for the 
report of the eleventh census will be inau­ 
gurated throughout the entire country. 
The value of this report m ust depend 
wholly upon the accuracy and thorough­ 
ness with which manufacturers answer the 
questions propounded. 
After an enum erator has undertaken the 
work of enum eration he is not at liberty 
to quit at pleasure, but m ust complete his 
work under the penalty of prosecution for 
misdem eanor for refusal or neglect. Acci­ 
dent or illness is the only excuse. The 
law is very strict in this regard. 
Enum erators for Stockton, Sacramento 
and Oakland will not be required to obtain 
any statistics concerning mechanical indus­ 
tries, as in these cities there will be special 
enum erators for that duty. Unless special 
enumerators are selected for institutions 
such as almshouses, asylums, prisons, col­ 
leges, etc., the district enumerators will 
take the census of all institutions in their 
districts. 
There seems to be a little confusion re­ 
garding tbe boundaries of enum erator dis 
tricts in Amador and San Joaquin counties. 
It m ust be understood that the districts 
were established on the tow nship bounda­ 
ries of 1880. The tow nship and ward 
boundaries of those counties, as they ex­ 
isted in 1880, were accepted because the 
Supervisor of Census was not advised of 
any change. 
In Calaveras county the 
changes were known, and thus the dis­ 
tricts were framed in accordance therew ith.

Yesterday’s ball game was a woeful series 
of “rattles” on the part of the Sacramentos, 
while the visitors played w ith ginger and 
snap all the way through. The home nine 
“ wasn’t in it” for a m inute, and it would 
have taken but a very poor am ateur nine 
to p at them to sham e in such a contest. It 
was the poorest game of ball the Sacra­ 
mentos have put up, and it will stand as a 
big black m ark in their record as a club. 
Roberts was sick and couldn't play in 
right field, and McHale tried to fill the po­ 
sition, b at signally failed. H e had to come 
up behind the bat, w hile Bowman went 
into the left garden. Sm ith played in 
right field, and it was no fault ot his that 
the nine lost. Zeigler disheartened his 
men, and they in tn m disheartened him . 
Tbe 8tocktons batted him hard, and, to 
make the victory more complete for the 
visitors, tbe hom e nine made error after 
error, McHale’s bad work standing out con­ 
spicuously. 
It is not known w hether Zeigler tried to 
pitch, or w hether he didn’t care to be 
effective; at any rate the Stocktons lined 
his pitching (?) out beautitully. True, he 
was very poorly supported, but he should 
never have given up as he did. The cranks 
in the private boxes and special stand were 
all alm ost willing to bet their lives that 
they could sm ash any one of the balls 
Zeigler was tossing over the plate.

THE WATER WE DRINK. 


I 


H ow P oor P e o p le H a y H a v e Cool D rin k s 
a t S lig h t E x p en se. 
During the 
hot 
m idsum m er season 
everybody relishes cool drinks, but m any 
persons cannot afford to take ice enough to 
keep water cold in jars or tanks all day and 
through the night. B at in reality a small 
quantity of ice can be made to serve the 
purpose, in this w ay : 
If a refrigerator is used, fill several 
bottles of water each m orning and lay 
them on the ice. A t mealtimes a bottle 
can be either set upon the table, or glasses 
filled at the refrigerator, unless the latter 
contains a water-tank, as m any refriger­ 
ators now do. 
W ater cooled in this way,is 
of a better tem peratnre for drinking than 
if the ice be p at into it. 
If tbe family has no refrigerator, a large 
box of sawdust, kept in the basement, will 
answer the 
parpóse 
quite well. 
Ice 
wrapped in a piece of blanket and buried 
in sawdust will keep very well. 
W hatever method is adopted to pre­ 
serve ice, tbe water used for drinking 
should be 
boiled. 
It 
should not be 
“cooked” too long, but taken off as soon as 
it comes to a sharp boil. 
After cooling, 
bottle it or em pty it into the refrigerator 
tank. Bottling is preferable, because by 
keeping tbe bottles well corked the water 
is prevented from absorbing the im purities 
of the atmosphere, which soon destroy its 
fitness for drinking. 
Boiling the water for drinking purposes 
has the effect of destroying germs that 
m ight, under certain 
conditions, breed 
sickness. This is especially desirable in 
cases where the water is 
taken 
from 
stream s that drain large sections of coun­ 
try, as the Sacramento and other rivers. 
There are some families m this city who 
have not used a quart of water for drinking 
purposes for years w ithout first boiling it, 
and all that have tried the bottling process 
say it is the best way to insure a ready 
supply of cool, pure water at all times. 
It 
is very little trouble to boil and bottle 
water each m orning while preparing the 
breakfast, and by so doing, the danger of 
contracting typhoid fever and certain other 
diseases is greatly lessened, if not entirely 
overcome. 


LAST NIGHT’S FIRE.

An alarm was turned in from box 25 
about 9 o'clock last night for a fire on the 
north side of L street, near Fourth. 
Two sm all frame structures, one occu­ 
pied as a house of ill repute and the other 
as a coffee stand, were burned to the 
ground. The fire is supposed to have origi­ 
nated in the coffee stand. Both structures 
were mere shells and burned like paper. 
The firemen saw that it was useless to at­ 
tem pt to save the buildings and directed 
their attention to adjoining structures, all 
of which they saved. 
It was thought for a tim e that a portion 
of W ilson’s livery stable, the rear of which 
adjoins the burned houses, would have to 
go. The roar and glare of the flames made 
the horses almost uncontrollable, and it 
was with difficulty that a stampede was 
prevented. 
The fire had spent itself inside of a half 
an hour, and the “all out” whistle was 
blown. 
The loss is estim ated at about 
$1,1)00. 
Assistant Chief Engineer Guthrie, in forc­ 
ing his wav through the alley near the 
burning buildings, was struck in the face 
by a falling beam, and narrowly escaped 
further iDjury, as the force of the blow 
knocked him down and rendered him par­ 
tially unconscious. 
H e was dragged away, 
however, before any of the other falling 
tim bers struck him .

UNION SUNDAY SCHOOL EXCURSION 
UP THE RIVER. 


A D e lig h tfu l D ay in th e W ood s and on 


th e W a ter—O ne L ittle Or­ 


p h an L eft B eh in d . 


It was a m erry throng of people—old and 
young—that left the city yesterday m orn­ 
ing for an excursión up the river under the 
auspices of the various Sunday Schools of 
the city, which had united for the occasion. 
Two steamers had been chartered for the 
trip—the Governor Dana and Jacinto—and 
Captain Dwyer, the veteran of the river, 
went along in charge of them , which gave 
the excursionists assurance that no acci­ 
dent that hum an ioresight or experience 
could prevent wonld occur to m ar their en­ 
joym ent.

It was a perfect picnic from the 
start. 
The Governor Dana was the first to 
leave the w harf at the Pioneer Mills with 
its precious load of bright-eyed, light­ 
hearted little ones. 
The Firs't Artillery 
Band was aboard and discoursed sweet 
music as the steamer shot away from the 
w harf and led the way up the river. 
A few m inutes latei the Jacinto had also 
secured a full load, and started off in pur­ 
suit of the Dana, while hundreds of friends 
of the excursionists waved their handker­ 
chiefs from the long bridge near by. 
Although it took the steamers four hours 
to reach Snowball's Grove, near K night’s 
Landing, where the picnic proper was 
held, the trip was none too long to please 
the little ones, among whom were the 
children of the Protestant Orphan Asylutn. 
The ride up the river was a delightful one, 
and the sights en route were greatly en­ 
joyed by all. The banks of the river were 
overhung with trees luxuriant with fo­ 
liage, and beds of wild flowers here and 
there peeped through the tangled masses 
of blackberry vines and wild roses.' 
W hen Frem ont was reached the Dana 
dropped the band, who were picked up by 
the Jacinto, and from there to the grove 
the passengers on the latter steam er were 
treated to popular airs. 
It was high noon 
when the steamers reached the picnic 
grounds, into which the 
hundreds 
of 
screaming, singingchildren poured in high 
glee, while the older people set about get­ 
ting out the eatables. 
And then the real fun of the day com­ 
menced. The little ones played all sorts 
of games, gathered ferns and flowers and 
indulged in baseball and racing until 4 
o’clock, when Captain Dwyer—who had 
been unceasing in his attention to the 
picnickers—caused long, loud blasts to be 
blown from the steamer whistles, sum m on­ 
ing the crowds from the grove to the 
steamers. 
On the return trip the band 
changed boats again at Frem ont, as on the 
way up, and everything passed off joy­ 
ously. 
But those who returned so happy-hearted 
after their day’s outing little dreamed that 
back in the tangled wood they had just 
left was one poor, lost and bewildered 
little orphan child, who had been over­ 
looked in the rush to get aboard the boats 
and had not been missed. Just how the 
lone littie picnicker happened to be found 
is not known here, but a telegram was re­ 
ceived from K night’s Landing just before 
the excursionists reached the city, stating 
that a child had been found in the grove 
and taken to that place, where it would be 
cared for until this m orning, when it 
would come down by the first railroad 
train. 
The river abovethe m outh ot the Feather 
was a revelation to m any among the ex­ 
cursionists, most of whom had grown to 
believe that the Sacramento had its source 
in a mud-bank. At the point named the 
m uddy water ceased, and from there north­ 
ward the water was clear and beautiful to 
look upon.

H e spent several weeks before locating 
perm anently in Placer, in various sections 
of Southern California, traveling through 
all the orange districts of San Bernardino 
and Los Angeles counties. 
H e looked 
through all the groves and examined the 
fruit. 
But in all he found no inducem ents 
sufficient to woo him from his love for the 
pine-clad hills of tbe upper counties. Now 
he is busily at work. 
H e has several 
thousand orange trees planted and will put 
in more. 
He expects more friends from 
England to join him soon. 
Captain J. J. Morrison, a newspaper man 
of Loomis, says the orange groves of that 
region never looked better despite the pe­ 
culiar winter experienced. 
Many trees 
have been planted this spring, and' many 
groves will be in bearing for the first time 
next season.

S ar a t o g a, May 24th.—After the reading 
of the minutes in the Presbyterian General 
Assembly to-day, Dr. Thompson of New 
York moved that the report of the Com­ 
mittee on Concensus Creed be the first 
order after the vote on revision. The 
motion prevailed. 
Dr. Erskine, Chairman of the Committee 
on Method and Revision, read the report. 
The committee recommended that a com­ 
mittee, composed ot one member of the 
assembly from each Synod, to wit, nineteen 
ministers and ten elders, be appointed by 
the moderator to nominate to this assemb­ 
ly a committee consisting of fifteen minis­ 
ters and ten elders, which shall be called 
the Assembly's Committee on Revision of 
the Confession of Faith, which committee, 
when constituted by the General Assembly, 
shall consider the suggestions made by the 
Presbyteries and formulate to the General 
Assembly of 1891 such alterations and 
amendments to the confession of faith as 
in their judgment may be deemed desir­ 
able, and that this committee shall not im­ 
pose any alterations or amendments that 
will in any way impair the integrity of the 
reformed or Calvinistic system of doctrine 
taught in the confession of faith. The re­ 
port was adopted unanimously. 
A Moderator was appointed. TheNomi- 
nating Committee named Dr. William C 
Roberts, of Illinois, Chairman. Their re­ 
port will probably be given Monday 
Dr. Roberts said the overtures of twenty- 
six Presbyteries were in favor that the new 
concensus creed should be referred to a 
committee of nine, who shall invite the co­ 
operation of reformed bodies in preparing 
a short, clear, comprehensive statement of 
the points in which all reformed churches 
are agreed, not as substitute for, but as a 
supplement to, the Westminster confession. 
It must contain the essentials of reformed 
faith, and be the basis of union and co­ 
operation by all affiliated bodies, especially 
in their work in foreign lands. 
The motion for a concensus creed, after 
much discussion, was passed by a large 
majority. 
The Committee on Church Unity pre­ 
sented its report. Emphasis ia laid upon 
federation as the principle on which evan 
gelical Christians cannot co-operate. 


B A P T IS T M ISSIO NARIES. 


R ep ort o f T h e ir P ro ceed in g s a t C h icago 
Y esterd ay. 


C h ic a g o, May 24th.—The annual meet­ 
ing of the American Baptist Missionary 
Union continued to-day, the reports on 
various missions being heard. The report 
of the Committee on the Congo Mission in 
Africa waa presented by Rev. L. C. Baines, 
of Newton Centre, Mass. He followed tbe 
report with some 
interesting remarks, 
recommending an advance into the in­ 
terior of Africa. 
A strong report on the Chinese missions 
was read, and large reinforcement recom­ 
mended. 
A lively discussion was provoked by a 
resolution by Rev. P. S. Moxon, of Boston, 
instructing the Board of Managers to con­ 
sider the question of holding the annual 
meeting apart from other societies. The 
Board was finally instructed to consider the 
best method of improving the annual meet­ 
ings, so as to allow more time as to the dis­ 
cussion of the missionary question. 
Philadelphia was decided on as the place 
of meeting next year. 


T H E A N A R C H ISTS. 


R ain P rev en ts a V ery D estru ctiv e E x 
p lo sio n o f D y n a m ite. 


C h ic a g o, May 24th.—The night of May 
4, 1886, the date of the Anarchist riot, was 
recalled to mind thia morning with a start­ 
ling vividness by the discovery of unmis­ 
takable traces of an attempt to blow up the 
Haymarket monument and surroQndiag 
buildings with a gigantic charge ol dyna­ 
mite. 
A policeman passing the monument saw 
at its base what appeared to be a roll of 
black cloth tied with a small rope. He 
picked it up, and the 
supposed 
rope 
crumbled in his fingers as though charred 
by fire. Tied up in the piece of black cloth 
was a tin can, about twelve inches long and 
four inches in diameter. The vessel was 
evidently fnll of some 
substance, and 
weighed about ten pounds. Several pieces 
of burnt fuse were found lying beside it. 
The fuse was broken in a dozen pieces and 
had evidently been soaked with kerosene. 
On a step approaching the base of the 
statue was found an unlighted piece of 
fuse, to one end of which was attached a 
small dynamite cap. This, tried with fire, 
flashed readily. 
The charge of dynamite, according to the 
police, was enough to blow up several 
blocks. The machine was evidently placed 
there this morning early, and the rain ex­ 
tinguished the burning luse. 
The contents of the can were submitted 
to an expert, who finds that it consisted of 
fifty per cent, nitro-glycerine, enough to 
cause great destruction. 
It is certain that 
the rain alone prevented an explosion. 
Chief of Police Marsh declines to say 
anything about Anarchist movements, but 
it is known that the old groups have been 
reformed and are meeting again secretly, 
and that Herr Most, of New York, has been 
sending them circulars urging them to or­ 
ganize and prepare to strike another blow. 


BO T H D R O W N E D . 


T w o M euibera o f th e G eo lo g ica l Survey

B o ise C it y (Idaho), May 24th.—At 10 
o’clock this morning L. D. HopsoD, of the 
Geological Survey, and an assistant named 
Frank Moore, were drowned m the Snake 
river while engaged in banking the stream 
near Eagle Rock, Bingham county, Idaho. 
The body of Hopson was recovered, and 
will probably be sent to his relatives in 
Columbia, South Carolina. 
Young Hopson was in charge of the 
hydrographic work on the irrigation sur­ 
vey, and waa esteemed as one of the most 
efficient and valuable members of the 
corps. 
On receipt of the news, A. D. 
Foote, 
Superintendent of 
tbe 
Idaho 
division of the Geological Survey, left Boiae 
for Eagle Rock to look after the disposition 
of the remains, and to communicate with 
the relatives of tbe deceased. 
Yesterday afternoon several carloads of 
excursionists from Salt Lake City, Úgden 
and other towns along the line arrived 
here, filling np all the hotels and overflow­ 
ing into private residences.

It is always best to avoid danger, if pos­ 
sible; therefore, there is one rule which 
ought to be taught in every school in the 
United States, and that is—never lift a 
wire off’ the ground. This rule may prove 
more valuable than the rule of three. 
A telegraph wire, no matter how many 
messages may be passing over it, is per­ 
fectly harmless, but an electric wire is 
always deadly. 
When you see a wire 
hanging from a pole or a house, or in any 
jiosition, it may be a telegraph wire or it 
may be an electric wire, so the safest 
plan is to let it lie. It may not be dan­ 
gerous, but it is like a loaded gun—it may 
kill you. 
If an electric wire lies across your path, 
and it becomes absolutely necessary to re 
move it, bear these points in m ind: So 
long as the wire is on the ground it is 
harmless, ho matter what pressure may be 
on it. The moment it leaves the ground 
it is dangerous. You can pull the slack 
with your hand or foot any distance, so 
long as the end touches the ground, bnt do 
not lift it. The instant you do, you be­ 
come part of the electric circuit, and the 
current will run to the ground through 
your body. 
Never mind wbat your comrades may 
say about your cowardice or timidity— 
don’t touch the wires.— New York Ledger.

It is not likely, how­ 
ever, tba: this display will imiuce Salisbury 
to concede the German demands, even if 
Egypt should be thrown in the balance. 
Caprivi will not modify his demauds, and 
tbe issue will be tbe indefinite suspension 
of negotiations, leaving both parties to pro­ 
ceed with the game ot territory grabbing 
until the complications arising therefrom 
become more critical. 
It is believed now that the army bill will 
be passed in the Reichstag by a large ma­ 
jority, despite the Government’s admission 
that the piesent demand is only an install­ 
ment. 
The Ereisdnnig Zeilunge says the disclos­ 
ures made to the committee show that in 
the near future the German peace ttl'ective 
will be 614,000, instead of 468,000 men. 
The Socialistic and Fretssinnige papers 
teem with stories about the Emperor and 
Bismarck. It is asserted that the Emperor 
is highly incensed because of Bismarck's 
statements to correspondents of foreign 
papers. He speaks of the ex-Chanceiloras 
only fit for a lunatic asylum, and that he 
intends to send him a final warning before 
dealing with him as an enemy of the 
State. 
Whatever may be the Emperor’s 
irritation, it has not caused a rupture with 
Bismarck. 
The Emperor has sent a letter to Von 
Moltke, warmly congratulating him upon 
his recent speech in the Reichstag in favor 
ol the army bill. 
Prince William of Saxe-Weimar has 
been declared a bankrupt. 
His debts, due 
to gambling, amount to 234,000 marks. 


SENSATION- IN F A R IS . 


A W om an F oun d D ead lu th e R oom of 
H er Lover* 
P aris, May 24th.—Paris has been star­ 
tled by another sensational crime, this 
time committed in the Hotel des Mathu- 
rins et de New Y'ork, 53 Rue des Mathu- 
rius. Since the exhibition a commercial 
traveler named Blevinsky, a middle-aged 
man of Polish extraction,"has been in the 
habit of putting up at the Hotel desMathu- 
rins several times a month. Daring each 
of his stays in Paris M. Blevinsky used to 
receive visits from a good-looking woman 
slightly over 30 years of age, who was sup­ 
posed to be his mistress. It is now known 
that this visitor was Mine. Jeanne Woloc- 
stay. Mme. Wolocstay lived on the best of 
terniH with her husband in a comfortable 
apartment in tbe Rue Brechant, and M. 
Blevinsky was a friend of the family. 
On Thursday afternoon, between 2 and 
3 o’clock, Mme. Wolocstay called on Ble­ 
vinsky at the hotel, and the pair shut 
themselves up together in 
the latter’s 
room. Mme. Wolocstay was never again 
seen alive. 
Y’esterday morning, about 10:30 o’clock, 
Blevinsky was met by a garcon as he was 
leaving his room. "Don’t shut the door,” 
Baid the latter; “I'm going to arrange the 
room.” “No, no,” cried Blevinsky, “I for­ 
bid you to enter!” and he slammed the 
door behind him excitedly. The garcon 
snrprised at this inexplicable burst of anger, 
forthwith confided to the landlord that he 
snBpected that something was wrong. The 
landlord and servant went np stairs to­ 
gether. On entering the room the land­ 
lord’s eye fell npon the half-naked body of 
Mme. Wolocstay lying on the floor beside 
the bed. A great quantity of blood had 
oozed from a bullet wound in her breast, 
above the heart, and had trickled down 
onto the floor. 
Blevinsky was arrested as lie was quietly 
walking along the Rue Roquepine. 
When 
conducted to the police station the prisoner 
coolly begged the Commissary not to fa­ 
tigue him with 
questions, as he was 
wounded. “I assure you," he went on, 
“that I did not kill Jeanne. She com­ 
mitted suicide because I could not give her 
the money she required. She shot herself 
twice with my revolver. I tried to recall 
her to consciousness, but when I saw that 
she was dead I wanted to put an end to mv 
own life.” And Blevinsky showed the 
Commissary that part of his ear had been 
shot away. 
M. Cazaneuve, who had received inform­ 
ation of the crime, proceeded to make a 
brief examination of the room where it 
was committed. He pointed out to the 
prisoner that all the evidence he had col­ 
lected pointed 
to 
the falsity of this 
statement. The table had been overthrown 
and a champagne bottle and glasses were 
broken. 
Shrugging his shoulders Blevinsky re­ 
plied: “ Why should I kill Jeanne? I had 
known and loved her for seventeen years. 
You will see from my letters here" how 
much I adored her.” Blevinsky was taken 
to the Hotel des Mathurins in the course 
of the afternoon and confronted with the 
corpse of his supposed victim. He bore 
himself calmly and maintained his asser­ 
tion that the woman had committed sui­ 
cide.

P a r is, May 24th.—M. Dow, for the Judge 
d’lnstruction, has drawn up the necessary 
papers to secure the extradition of Michel 
Eyrand. These papers will be delivered to 
the Cuban authorities by Inspector Gallarde 
and Brigadier Sondáis, who will sail for 
New York from Havre. 
Eyraud’s unex­ 
pected arrest is still the talk of Paris. 
His nnfortnnate wife, on hearing the 
news, was quite overcome, and cried out: 
“ Wretched man. who had not courage 
enoagh to kill himself,” and then, seized 
with a feeling of pity, she added, amid 
bursting tears: “Is it then trae? Must he 
die upon the scaffold? 
He whom I loved 
so dearly. Oh, he was so good and generous 
to me. Oh, why did he let himself be 
drawn away by wicked associations? No, 
it was never bis idea to kill M. Goufle. He 
was pushed to it by—” 
Here Mme. Eyraud let slip the name of 
the man who is already serionsly compro­ 
mised in the case. 
“In spite of everything,” she went on, 
sobbing as she spoke, “he has never lost 
his affection for his wife and child. 
It is 
only a short time since I had a letter from 
him, in which he promised to send me 
money as soon as he concluded an impor­ 
tant business matter by which he expected 
to make 30.000 francs. 
I am not supersti­ 
tious, but this very night Í bad a horrible 
dream, in which I saw him standing upon 
the scaffold, ready to die. Oh, it is awlul.”
